And the liberty he knows 
he can enjoy on earth-but a short time, and that in the! 
midst of poverty, How many thousands encounter ex- 
treme danger, and intolerable hardships in running. away 
for liberty. How many desperate plans.of insurreection 
have been laid to obtain liberty. What.a desperate war 
did the Haytians sustain against the mightiest monarch in 
the world, rather than be reduced back again to slavery, 
Their motto was liberty or death! Thus has the black 
man’s love of liberty been demonstrated in lines of toil and 
blood! It is abundgntly evident that men of every color 
value liberty beyond every thing else. The highest inju- 
ry that can be inflicted on man, is to take from him that 
which is most valuable. Liberty is not only that which 
man. values most, but it is in itself most valuable, The 
slaveholder takes from man his liberty; that which is most 
valuable; the dearest gift of heaven, and- therefore inflicts 
upon him the greatest injury, and consequently, commits 





a practice against which the divine law denounced the sen- 
tence of death, is no lessabsurd..

Ripley, September 30, 1737, 

On Monday last four men, Plumer Thomas, Jas, Fox, 
son of Arthur Fox, Esq,both of Kentucky, and Peyton 
Hoff, Esq. and°—— ‘Cruet, of Mowerytown, Highland 
County, Ohio, came armed to the house of Gabriel John- 
ston, a colored man_ in the neighborhood of Riply, aud 
in the absence of Mr, Johnston, seized his. wife, whip- 
ped her ‘severely to make her submit,.forced her on a 
horce behind Fox, and diagged her to Kentucky ‘before 
it'was possible to rescue her. 
Fox, it is said, took her under the pretext of hor being 
his father’s slave. In this there was no truth. No ow- 
ner was found for her. Noris there any evidence as 
yet, that she ever was v slave, and it is certain she never 
was a slave in Kentucky. Instéad of returning the poor 
women to her husband; they sent her to Washington jail 
as a runaway slave, 
Huff and Cruet, have been arrested by the civil author- 
ities.of Ohio. Huff obtained bail, and Cruet was com- 
mitted to prison. The testimony against them was ex- 
cedingly clear, Fox and Thomas have not been arrested. 
All suitable efforts will be made. to have them brought 
from Kentucky, so soon as practicable, 
After the trial of Cruet, a band of Kentuckians armed, 
came over to Ripley for his rescue, but found the guard 
too strong, and of .coursé, no violence was offered. On 
the next morning a strong guard started with him to 
Georgetown jail, 
Much praise is due to the citizens of Ripley and vicin- 
ity, for the calm and yet decided manner in which they 
execute the law. ‘The offenders had oa fair.and open trial 
for commitment, ‘The witnesses gave their testimony 
ina manner that exhibited the strictest regard to truth. 
This outrage on humanity has occasioned no little dis- 
tress ‘in’ the neighborhood, It produced an intensiy of 





magnanimity. which we have heretofore becn accustamed 











one of the greatest sins that can be committed upon a hu- 
man being. 

In vain is it urged that the colored man was created 
for slavery, To say that a being constituted with such 
love of liberty was made.for slavery, is indirectly to blas- 
pheme the God of heaven... It is to charge the most High 
with not only creating beings unfit for the stations he has 
assigned them, but for disappointment and misery. That 
this plea for stavery is absolutely false and absurd is evi- 
dent from the fact, that all mankind were created in a com- 
mon, parent. All descended from one mother, and all had 
one father. God ‘hath mace of one blood all nations of 
men. The universal amalgamation of the nations de- 
monstrate the truth of the sacred record, Consequently, 
that all men are created equal, and endowed by their Cre- 
ator with certain inalienable rights, among which are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness, is sustained -by high- 
er authority than that of our fathers in their Declaration 
of Independence. It is bible truth. If all-sprung from 


fone would say that. it would be right to it der.if. 
the civil Government permitted it.. We should obey God 
ratherthan men, .The permission of civil government can- 
not confer; in the least degree, the right to enslave human) 
beings. Nor can long possession confer such right, The 
length of possession is but an aggravation of the crime.— 
The longer we withhold from others their rights, the great- 
er is our guilt,- It is admitted that common property ob- 
tained by violence and injustice, may, in process of time, 
be justly held. . The origitial owners may beeome extinct, 
and the property may pass into innocent hands, and be 
justly held. But this never can be while the original own- 
ers exist to claim their right. Slaves are the original and 
trae owners of themselves, and therefqye always exist to 
claim their rights ; consequently, possession is nothing but 
continued robbery, and;as such adds every moment to the 
magnitude of the crime. 

Nor can the fact that men have bought slaves confer in 
the least degree, a right to hold them ; and -for the simple 





a common parent, there myst be an entire equality in.their 
creation, and there must.be a perfect equality in rights.— 
It follows, then, that the first slave mother. was either sto- 
len ortaken by violence,.and enslaved. ‘This, it must be 
admitted, was a direct violation of the law against man- 
stealing. ‘ He that stealeth a man.and selleth him, or if 
he be found in his hand, he shall surely be put to. death,’ 
The man that bought het-from the thief could only have 
athief’s right. Consequently, he could have no just claim 


reason that none can have a right to sellthem. If we buy 
but astdlen horse, we are bound by every principle of hon- 
sty, to deliver him to the true.owner, so soon as his claim 
is established, and we must’either look to the thief for the 
pureliase money, or lose it. “How. much greater is our 
obligation to deliver a human being to his true owner, 
though we lose by it the purchase ‘money we gave to one 
who had no tight to sell him more than the thief had to 
sell us the’ stolen horse. -

Hsealding words fall upon your ear, and you know.they 
are but the echo of sentiments advanced by some who 


to reciprocate—in the name of everything sacred and holy 
in Truth, Friendship, Liberty, Religion;—do not condemn 
me before you hear me. I am not an incendiary ora 
fanatic, or even, as you understand the term, an aboli- 
tionist, 1 speak, not to slaves, nor to free blacks, nor to 
free mulattoes; but to free white citizens of the South, 
my brethren and kindred according to the flesh, who ei- 
ther hold slaves, or otherwise countenance slavery.

only, upon those who are still drinking of that bitter and 
bewildering cup,.—A deep. and indescribable melancholy 
is beginning to settle upon me, I am haunted with the 
foreboding, that very few of those for:whom this is intend- 
ed, will ever read it; and that-of those few, most will read it, 
only to throw it away, and. with maniac laugh or pren-

Beet Sugar. 

Mn. Epiron, 

As the season is now at hand when experiments in 
the manufacture of sugar from beets should be made, I 
take the liberty of offering a few extracts in relation to the 
matter from “Chaptal’s Agricultural Chemistry,” (a va- 
luable book which can be had at Flash’s Book store,) and 
“Pedder’s Report,’ referring for more full information 
to saidpublications, 

Experience in the United. States has yet taught us no- 
thing upon the subject, except the fact thet our beets does 
contain chrystalized sugar. (Last season Mr. Jacob Snider, 
jr., forwarded to this place a beautiful specimen of brown 
sugar, made in Philadeiphia.). The’ per centage cf 
sugar per acre, the expense of machinery, the- cost of 
cultivat:on; these .and any other facts-necessary, as data 
for future catculators, as’yet we -have ‘not,—much how- 
ever will be developed the ensuing season, , Those who 
have beets should commence experiments, The French 
process as represented by Mr, Pedder (a gentleman who 
was sent to France by Jacob Snydery jr,, and others,) ap- 
pears to be a simple one, Although without experience, 
or suitable steam apparatus, we may not-at once succeed, 
yet I am persuaded that time and practice alone are want- 
ing to ultimate success, All good results with the me- 
thods pursued in- obtaining them should be ‘made public, 
ithat thereby the great desideratum, the manufacture of 
his own sugar by every Farmer, may be obtained, arid the 
cultivation of the beet for sugar become as much a mat- 
ter of course as that of wheat for bread,
